Ay interestiog article recently appeared in 
tho Singapore Free Presa on the probable 
extinction of the Burman and Malay race aud 
their replacement tod groat oxtent by the 
Chinese. A Rangoon papar had ramarked 
that it is generally belioved that in tho case 
of the Burman race the process will be nearly 
if not quite complete before the oxpiration of 
another century. This leads the Straits 
Timea contributor to the considoration of 
how long it is possible for the Malay |. 
race ta exist, “The genoral habits of tho 
Malay,” says thie writer, “like those of 
“ the Burman, are such us afford every 
opportunity. for o pushing, thrifty, 
frugal, industrivus race to outrun them 
in ‘the race for lifes not, only indeed to 
outrua them, but even to oust them from every 
kind of employ and leave them to starve, 
This race is at hand and is rapidly overrun. 
ning the Malaysian Peninsula. The Chinese 
are emigrating westward by thouaands 
weekly; the first port they reach is Singapore, 
and numbers of them stay liere; others going: 
to Mulncea;-Penang, Burmah and India.’ On 
account of the great struggle fur life that, 
owing to the euormous popiilution, exists in 
China; the Oslestial. ie particularly well 
adapted by his early training to eope with 
tho effeminate Malay, Burman and Indian, 
and to succeed in defeating any or all of 
thom. That this ia true as regards the 
Malay is evident from the fact thut in the 
Straits Settlements ho is only employed as a 
Byce, & gardener, or a policeman; he déesa 
little fishing, but ovon in this branch of sin+ 
dustry the Chinaman is ahead of bim.” “Af- 
ter further reference to tha characteristica 
of the -Mulays, the writer Jrrives nt the 
conclusion that it is positively certain a 
hybrid race of Chings¢ will by and by inhabit 
the Malayan Peoinsula, While it ie quite 
undeniable that the large immigration of 
Chingse to the Peninsula muet necessarily 
hava a great influence on the character of 
the population, it’ is dificult ‘to doting what 
its extont will be; aod ‘it is extremely bold ‘to

In fet one cnuse to Which the writer 
in-the-Stratte- Times refera-ne-tendiag-in-this- 
direction would tend -rather ‘to arrest, the 
decay of tha rico and greatly improve it, 
Having reforred to the vatious vices of the 
Bormese man, which in themaylves would, 
have a very prejudicial effect on the race, the 
wrilor aaye:— Now the Burmess woman is 
the vory opposite of this; abe is hard work 
ing, aad, a8. rule, supports the honechiold, 
is in, fact the bread-winner ; hor lifu ia there.

showy. garments; hence ahe is much mote 
likely to seloct as ker future partner.a dusi- 
nega man than an idle, Burman’ vagaboud, 
The Chinaman, therefore, gots possession “of 
the best. women, after the Huropeaua have 
had their choice; thon the moro energetic 
natives’ of Indin select numbors and the 
Burman gota what is left, Itis not then 
difficult to understand how the Burman 
may first dwindle down to a mere shadow 
and. theo lose his identity altogether.”

Considoving the adverse circumstances under 
which the French Opera Company from Saigon 
and Batavia opened their eesson in Hongkong, 
their first performance, on Tuesday evening, waa 
patronised by a very fair audience. Thoy had 
only given ono day's notice of thy entertainment, 
and while they wore entertaining one andience 
in the Theatre, there, was a aecond large audi- 
ence in another part of the City Hall at one of 
the Smoking Concerts. It was, moreover, Band 
night at the Officers’ Mess, The opera selected 
was that old favourite, Offonbsoh’s “Le Pori- 
obole.” .This.bad boon rovently performed hero 
more than once in English by the Mascotte and 
Emilie Melville Companies, so the-plot needs no 
description, but, we-may mention ono departure 
from the story as usually proseated. The plot ia 
the same until Piguillo becomes rebellious and 
obstreperous in the Palace of Comte Panatellas, 
As it has beet: played hore bofore, the next scone 
opens with him in s dangoon from which Ina Peri- 
chole aids him to escape, with an ald pri- 
soner. On'Tuasday evening there waa no dun- 
geon scone. La Perichole and Piguillo had 
their interviow-in tho palaco, whoro she sang the 
song “ Nor I love you, you rogues.” They agree 
to coast off their flnory and abjure corrupt palace 
life and go, forth again as strolling singers, to 
which the Comtoseoms to offor noopposition.. The 
opers closes with an amusing scene of the Comte 
at his dinnor, at the close of which La Perichols 
and Pigquillo come in, and the curtain falls at the 
end of the duot and chorus. The most distin- 
guishing feature of tho whole porformanoe was 


the very clever ocmedy of theprima donna, Malle. 


Ida.Deloroche, and of Mossrs. Legros, Daron, and 
Batréau. Tho by-play of the latter two actors 
waa most whimsical and amusing, Malle. De- 
larecho’s noting as La Perichols vas ‘full 
of vivacity throughout, while the Piquillo 
of M. Hoenriot was an eminently satisfuctory 
impersonation.

Mr Fraucis, Q.C., instraoted by Mr, Ewons, 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Leaoh, instructed by 
Moasrs, Wotton and Doacon, for the defendants, 
} Thig onse was heard on tho 26th ult, judg- 
mont, than deferred, being now delivered by his 
Lordship as follows :-— t . 

Tn this case the plaintiff on bebalf of the cre- 
ditors of Kwok Yin Kai asks the Court to set 
asidothodooroosand ordors made in a foreolosnre 
suit brought in this Court by the defendants 
against Kwok Yin Kai, dated rospoctively tho 
Sth day of January, 1883, thel7th day of March, 
1884, aud the 17th day of June, 1884, to re- 
‘open the acconnts and give the plaintiff, on 
behalf of “Kwok Yin Kai’s creditors an 
opportunity of. re-opening the accounts and to 
‘give tho plaintiff on behalf of Kwok Yin Kai's 
oreditora an opportunity of redeaming. In the 
petition ay oriyinally framed it was alloged 
that the defendants had ontered into posses. 
sion of, the a vty in question under an 
agreement wit! Ewe Yin Kai, and that that 
fact was not brought:to the notice of the Court 
for foracloanre was made, After 
the fling of the defendants'answor, however, the 
petition was awended,and sll charges of moral or 
constructive fraud wera then ‘withdrawa, and 
}stil more omphatioally so at the hoaring. 
Tt is clear from the anthorities, particular] 
from the case of Patoh v. Ward, 1.R.3 Ch. 203, 
that unless fraud is allegedand provad the Court 
wonld not set said, the decree of fore 
alosure and fabenquant orders. Mr, .Franois, 
however, contended that although the Court 
might not give the plaintiff the rolisf he 
originally sought, yot that it was opan to tho 
Court, notwithstanding the deor ee and ordars to 
open the foreclosnro, to direct the takiag of fur- 
ther accounts-and ‘to give the plaintiff an appor- 
tunity of redeeming. And there ig no doubt 
that the Court would, so fnr ay it was ablo to do 
so, endeayorr to do justice between tha parties 
although it was unable to give the plaintiff 
exactly what he asked for; and Mr. Francis 
relied on thecaso of Campbell v. Holylands L. 
R. 7 Ch. D. 166. Mr, Leach ratled on the case 
of Patch v. Ward, and submitted upon the an- 
thority of the remarks madoby the Lord Chan- 
eellor and Lord’ Justice Rolt in that cane, that 
tho Court could not sot aside the order abso- 
lnto for forseloeure and re-open tho accounts, 
except ‘on tho’ gréund of frand, or unless the 

laintit? could shaw thit ha wis by ‘some’ scci- 
fent prevented from paying the amount fonnd 
due: at the time appointed by the Registrar's 
.certificats, The casos of Patch v, Ward and 
Campbell v. Holylands are considered by some 
authorities aa, somewhat conflicting, but upon 
vsomparing them, I, do not think that the deci- 
sions themselves conflict. The onse of Patch ¥. 
‘Ward waa ‘considered by, the Master of the 
Rolls, Sir George Jessel, in the case of Camp- 
bell vy: Holylands, and he seems to have con- 
sidered that the remarks of Lord Justice Bolt, 
rho had evidently: not considered the cages, none 
of which had toon ‘cited before him, was wrong 
in limiting the opening of an order for foreclo- 
cure absolute in the mantior in which he appoars 
to hava done. Andupon a review of tho authori- 
ties thare can be no donbt that © orders 
absolute, oven after enrolmpnt, have boon opensd 
nother grounds than those nientioned by 
the learned Lord’ Justice. There was no 
application to open ‘the order Cy 
Gecres for. foreclosure, absolute, ‘and tho 
Lord. Obancellor'a. remarks wers con+ 
tion made to him, namely, te sat 
The true doctrine seems to be thet 
laid down by the Meater of the Rollsin Canphell v. 
Holyland, that although tha order for foreolo- 
gure absolute “arportato bes finalorderof the 
Courtit ia not 60, bat the mortgages: still re- 
anains liable to. be. treated a3 mortgagee, and the 
mortgagor still retained a olaim to be treated as 
mortgagor subject totho diserotion of the Court, 
Now no genaral.rnlo hay been laid down as to 
the manner in’ which the discretion of tho 
Court. shoald. be exercised,” and as it is 
waid by tho Master'of the Rolls, by the highest 
wuthority, that no general redo pan be laid down, 
but thet the circumstance ander which-such 
cretion is to: be, exercised must depand on cao!

‘In May, 1881, these houses 
were nearly completed, at acost of $40,000, and 
Kwok Yin Kai made proposala to Moers, Sas- 
soon and Chater for the t porohato of tho proporty 
as re-constructed or in tho course of ro-conatrac- 
tion. The property had then actaally cost 
Mesars. Sassoon and Chater, allowing for Toss of 
intorest during the. course of re-conatrnotion, pro- 


_| bably somewhere shout $220,000, and Mr. Chater 


had, on the Srd February, 188], mortgaged hia 
half share to Mr. Sassoon for $65,000 i & per 
cent. It wag eventually arranged that Kwok 
‘Yin Kai should give Messrs. Sassoon and Chater 
$275,000, $40,000 of which was to bo paid down 
and $995,000, to remain on mortgage at 3.por 
cent for 3 months, giving time, I presume, 
for the buildings to be finishad and for the 
assigneoto procure tenants, and aftérward, at the 
then low rate of 6 per cont, the lowest rates of in- 
torost on-property- of that_desoription they baing. 
not under § por cont.. An assignmont of tho 
property was oxocuted by Mossra. Sassoon and 
hater ‘on tha Srd of May, 1881, by whioh, in 
consideration of $275,000, they sssigned the pro- 
porty to Kwok Yin Kai absolutely. On the 
same day,A mortgage was givon of the property 
by Kwok Yin Kaito Messrs, Sasaoon ai ator 
for. $235,000. The mort contained a cove- 
nant for paymont of the money, and sesigned the 
property to Messrs. Sassoon ‘and Chater, with 
provise for redemption, on the Srd Mor, 1885, 
and provided that the mortgagor should rotai: 
possession until that time, or until default should 
‘be mado in paymont of interest, which wna made 
payable monthly. Ou the Srd May, 1881, Mr. 
Sassoon ro-ngsigned the property to Mr. Chater, 
admitting that tho sum of $65,000 had been re- 
paid tohim, but at that time it would appear 
from the mortgage that the amount secured 
thereby waa divisible as followa—$175,000 to Mr. 
Bassoon and 810,000 to Mr. Chater. Mr, Chater 
must therefore have booh indebted to Mr. Sas- 
soon in the sam of $57,510. Kwok Yin Kai on- 
tered into possession and. reasivad the rents and 
paid the interest up to March, 1889, aftor 
which he made dofanlt, About that time he 
agoms to have been greatly pressed by his oredi- 
tors and to have boon hopelessly insolvent. None

Tho rental at that time, as appeara by.a paper 
banded to the Agent of the defendants by 
Kwok Yin Kai, amounted to about 317,000 
er annum grosy,,a fow of the tenoments 
ing at: tho timo empty. On the 28th 
July Kwok Yin Keri, boing about to leave 
the Colony, made a Powor of Attornoy whereby, 
Lafter reciting that he was aboat to_proseed to 
Canton, he appointed Mr. Ng Muu Kwan with 
fullest powers to act for him during his absence.

Upon the 10th Maroh, 1886, notice wag 
given to Messrs, Sassoon and Chater,-and on 
the 20th April, 1886, the writ in this soit was 
issued, A forthorolaim against the estata has 
since been made in the Baukruptey procaedinga 
of $36,012,77 making the amount of claims 
against the ostate $327,974, and Mr. Wise 
stated that the assets of the estate amounted

that correspondence it appears that thera must 
have bien somo considerable disonssion between 
Mr. Neg Man Kwan as representing Kwok Yin 
Kai and the second mortgagessas to whit should 
bo dons. In the result the second mortgageos ia- 
atead of adopting the usual and inexpensive - 
course of disolaiming allintorest in tho property 
ve-assigned to Kwok Yin Kai, avowadly to 
avoid all the expenses of the suit and after much 


Tho only in- 
ferenco Ioan draw from this condact on the part 
of the second mortgagees is that thay found it 
impossible even with ths large array of repreaen- 
tatives of Chinese banks behind them to raise o 


trar’s frat cortificate Mr. Francis, a3 I under. 
stand, takes objection to it on the ground that it 
does not appenr to be borne out by the evidenne.to 
which the Registrar refers, and to. both the first 
and ‘second certificates he objects to some 
of: tho .itoms allowed, But it does not 
goom ‘to me that’ on the prosont state of 
tho proovedings . these objections can. ba_aus- 
tuined. Tho Official Assignes can have no 
greater loous standi thau Kwok Yin Kai conld 
have hod, and as'he, through his attorney, deli- 
borately refrained from"taking any: part in or 
questioning the procer lings, I do not think he 
could do so now, unless, parhaps, he could show 
that a very-ee material ditforonce had been male, 
vo waterial that bad he known he would have 
been in a postion to have raised the money and 
cloarod off the mortgage. I am sot satisfled, 
however, that thera were any inacourgcies in’ 
sither of tho certificates. Tho first certificate 
waa oarriad down to a later date than tho ac., 
enunts brought in, and the more omission to 
refer to all the sources from which the Regis. 
trar derived his ‘information are not sufficient 
to invalidate his oortificsto. If brought to the 
attention of the Judge in dao conrso it might, 
and probably wonld, hava. bean a ground for ro. 
ference back to the Registrar before confirma- 
tion. With regard to the order absolute for 
foreclosure an irregularity, to say the least of 
it, was undonbtedly committed, and thia would ba 
astrong ground for permitting the opening of 
the accounts if the plaintiff in this suit bod hoa 
good case on the merits. But XI do not thiuk it 
was more than an irregularity..Tho practice of 
tho Court roqgnired that before the ordor for fore- 
closure absolute was made an alidavit from the 
plaintiff inthe anit alloging, amongat other 
things, that no part of thé money foand due 
had been paid, and that that amount was 
still das and owing from the . defendant to 
tho plaintiffs should be fled. That affidavit 
was put in by Mossrs, Sassoon and Chater, seit 
is admitted, withont any intention to mislead the 
Court. Bat it turns out that it was erronoous 
because the balance found due had been altered 
in the meantime by the receipt of rents. Bat 
it soars to mo ‘thet the practioa was quite.un- 
necessary for the protection of the mortgagor, 
and that afterall it amounted tos more form. 
If the- mortgagor seriously intended to pa; 
the mortgage money it would have been qt 
in accordance with justice to have directed him 
to have paid tha money on tho dato specified, or 
to have allowod an ortension in either ease, sub- 
ject to tha taliny of anbseqnent accounts, and 
have made sash arrangements ad would havea 
secured justice between both parties, and the 
protection of the mortgagor. If the mortgagor 
makes no attempt to pay off the amount found 
duo, and takes no notioa of the Registrar's cer- 
tiffcate, it secms inconsistant with a common 
sense: view of the case, apart from the prac- 
tice of the Conrt, that the mortgagor should be 
put to the farther exponso and trouble of prov- 
ing sabsequont acconuts when there is no pro- 
bability that the mortgagor will-ba able to find 
tha mousy ‘to pay off the altered balanes; and 
indeed thisis the view that seems to be’ now 
revailing in England in.respeot to grantiog a 
Forcolosaro sbsolate in the first instance where 
the foreclosure suit iv madefonded, or where eub- 
sequent mortga or the mortgagor aither + dia. 
tem, oras in this case, deoling to take any. part 
in the procoddings, See Wisker on Mortrages.

Droserves, but reduces the ‘atrourth of, rad gin- 
seng. White ginsang is sbundantly sold in 
Korea, aud enormonsly ased ay a strengthening 
and blood-purifving medicine, Red ginseng is 
sured whito: ginseng. By lawit onn only bo 
cured by tha government at one place. Theonr- 
ing is a procass of steaming aud prolonged. dyo- 
ing, which solidifies the white root, and ohaoges 
its colour tos fushy pink: When broken; red 
ginsong presents a glossy, brittle section. Red 
gingooy is notan article of ordinary trade, and 
may not be axported under tha trontios of Korea. 
The whole crop is carried to China by the anaaal 
embassy, and the proceeds of sales belong to the 
Broin personal exporience and 
observation I am assured that Korean ginseng is 
anaotive, strongly-beating modioine, [+ is most 
commonly taken’ in the form of a concentrated 
infusion.
